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REPORT  OF  THE  CHAIRMAN  OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY 
BOARD  FOR  THE  YEAR   1910. 

Gentlemen  : — 

The  past  year  has  been  a  rather  eventful  one  in  the  history 
of  the  Public  Library.  During  the  year  many  substantial 
alterations  and  improvements  in  the  Library  property  have 
been  made.  Among  these  may  be  mentioned  the  installation 
of  steel  shelving  in  the  Newspaper  Room;  steel  lockers  in  the 
Cloak  Room;  a  Passenger  Elevator  for  the  use  of  Assistants 
in  the  Stack  Room ;  the  placing  of  appropriate  lighting  stand- 
ards at  the  entrance ;  alterations  in  the  tempering  coils  to 
secure  better  heating  of  the  Reference  and  Circulating  Library 
Rooms,  and  to  provide  against  the  danger  of  the  pipes  freez- 
ing and  bursting;  the  erection  of  a  partition  separating  the 
Patent  Room  from  the  main  corridor,  and  of  a  partition  with 
shelving  partially  enclosing  the  Children's  Room  in  the  College 
St.  Branch ;  the  providing  of  Venetian  shades  for  the  Reading- 
Room;  the  installation  of  a  new  hot-water  boiler;  the  making 
of  an  entrance  into  the  basement  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
room  for  storage;  the  provision  of  new  machinery  for  the 
bindery;  the  covering  of  the  pipes  in  the  Stack  Room  to 
moderate  the  heat  in  the  upper  flats;  the  erection  of  an  iron 
fence  for  the  protection  of  the  windows  on  the  first  storey.  All 
these  alterations  and  additions  have  been  made  in  the  Ref- 
erence Library  building. 

By  special  arrangement  with  tlie  City  Council,  the  grounds 
in  the  rear  of  the  Reference  Library  building  were  graded  and 
seeded,  and  will,  together  with  the  lawns  surrounding  the 
building,  be  kept  in  order  by  the  city,  under  the  supervision 
of  the  Parks  Commissioner.  This  is  an  addition  to  the  "small 
parks"  system  of  the  city. 

In  the  Church  Street  Library  open  shelving  has  recently 
been  provided  for  the  accommodation  of  4,000  books;  addi- 
tional shelving  has  been  installed  in  the  Circulating  Library 
Room ;  the  shelving  of  the  Reference  Library  section  has  been 
added  to,  and  much  of  the  building  painted  and  papered,  all 
of  which  improvements  have  greatly  added  to  the  appearance 
and  efficiency  of  this  Library. 

The  rooms  in  the  Church  Street  building  formerly  de- 
voted to  the  Reference  Library  have  been  leased  to  the  Canada 


Pipe  &  Steel  Company  on  very  satisfactory  terms.  A  renewal 
of  the  lease  to  the  same  company  of  the  Lombard  Street 
property,  at  practically  double  the  rental  heretofore 
received,  has  also  been  effected ;  considerable  alterations 
are  being  made  in  the  former  Reference  Library  rooms,  for 
which  an  allowance  in  the  rental  has  been  made  by  the  Board, 
and  as  certain  of  these  changes  are  of  a  substantial  and  per- 
manent character  they  should  add  very  materially  to  the 
value  of  the  property. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  that  by  the  substitution  of  the  elec- 
tric light  for  gas  in  the  Church  Street  Library,  and  the 
installation  of  Tungsten  lamps  in  this  and  the  other  Libraries, 
we  have  been  able  to  reduce  our  expenditure  for  lighting  from 
$2,929.66  in  1909  to  $2,194.21  for  1910— a  sa^-ing  of  $735.45  in 
outlay  in  the  face  of  a  largely  increased  service,  and  with  a 
very  marked  improvement  in  the  lighting.  For  the  results 
obtained  special  credit  is  due  Mr.  Butler,  our  Chief  Engineer. 

Notable  donations  to  the  Library  have  been  made  during 
the  year.  Among  these  special  mention  should  be  made  of 
the  splendid  gift  of  100  historical  paintings  and  engravings 
contributed  by  Mr.  J.  Ross  Robertson,  with  an  intimation  that 
eventually  all  of  his  Canadian  collection,  in  portfolios,  embrac- 
ing nearly  20,000  pictures,  all  relating  to  Toronto  and  Canada, 
will  come  into  the  possession  of  the  Public  Library ;  also  of 
the  generous  donations  of  books,  catalogues,  etc..  made  by  the 
Corporation  of  the  City  of  London,  the  Guildhall  Library,  the 
John  Rylands  Library  of  Manchester,  the  Liverpool  Public 
Library,  and  the  Royal  Society  of  Arts  of  London. 

During  the  year  the  Chief  Librarian  was  commissioned 
by  the  Board  to  represent  the  Toronto  Public  Library  at  the 
International  Congress  of  Archivists  and  Librarians  held  in 
the  City  of  Brussels,  Belgium,  which  met  in  August,  and  the 
British  Library  Association,  which  met  in  Exeter.  The  oppor- 
tunity was  taken  advantage  of  by  Mr.  Locke  to  visit  the  book 
markets  of  Europe  and  Great  Britain  and  the  larger  Public 
Libraries. 

During  the  year,  through  the  annexation  of  the  Deer  Park 
section  to  the  city,  the  Public  Library  in  that  municipality, 
which  liad  been  receiving  provincial  and  local  aid.  ceased  to 
receive  this  aid.  At  the  request  of  those  interested  in  the 
Library,  its  collection  of  books  was  taken  over  by  the  Toronto 
Public  Library,  and  it  was  decided  to  open  a  sub-station  in 
that  section  of  the  city.  In  accordance  with  this  decision, 
premises  have  been  leased  on  Yonge  Street,  in  the  near  vicinity 
of  the  Deer  Park  Post  Office,  and  furnishings  and  books  are 


being  installed.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  to  open  this 
Branch  during  three  afternoons  and  evenings  of  the  week. 
It  will  commence  operations  with  a  supply  of  some  1,200 
volumes. 

Through  the  enlargement  of  the  city  by  the  annexation 
of  outlying  districts,  and  through  the  natural  growth  in  the 
assessment,  we  have  had  a  gratifying  increase  in  revenue 
from  the  taxes,  from  $56,950  in  1909  to  $67,467  in  1910.  This 
amount  is  still  very  far  short  of  what  is  required  to  make  ade- 
quate provision  for  the  needs  of  the  city,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
that  during  this  coming  year  steps  will  be  taken  by  the  City 
Council  to  secure  legislation  admitting  of  a  larger  appropria- 
tion from  the  civic  revenues  for  the  maintenance  and  extension 
of  Library  work.  ^Yith  the  present  revenue  there  is  no  possi- 
bility of  opening  up  branches  in  sections  of  the  city  where  these 
are  very  much  needed,  and  from  which  there  comes  a  growing 
demand  for  such  facilities.  Deputations  have  visited  the 
Board,  or  requests  and  resolutions  sent,  from  East  Toronto,  the 
Beaches,  the  north-western  section  of  the  city,  the  High  Park 
district  and  Wychwood.  To  all  these  the  same  answer  had 
to  be  given — lack  of  funds. 

An  important  aid  to  the  work  of  our  Library  has  been 
effected  by  the  organization  of  the  Library  staff  into  the 
Toronto  Public  Library  Association,  which  meets  on  the  third 
Tuesday  evening  of  each  month.  Papers  dealing  with  various 
phases  of  Library  work  are  prepared  for  these  meetings,  and 
interesting  discussions  follow. 

During  the  year  special  exhibits  have  been  instituted  by 
the  Chief  Librarian,  among  which  may  be  noted  one  of  Posters 
used  in  the  British  elections  at  the  beginning  of  the  year,  these 
being  the  gift  of  Mr.  J.  Ross  Robertson;  also  special  exhibits 
of  books  on  Gardening,  and,  in  the  Children's  Room,  of  books 
on  Birds. 

Special  attention  has  been  given  this  year  to  extending 
the  service  to  the  younger  class  of  readers.  ]\Iiss  Bessie  Staton 
was  placed  in  charge  of  the  Children's  Room  in  the  College 
Street  Branch,  and  is  doing  excellent  work  there.  The  supply 
of  books  for  this  room  has  been  largely  increased  and  the  chil- 
dren have  shown  their  appreciation.  The  patronage  has  so 
increased  that  already  the  room  is  much  too  small  to  properly 
accommodate  the  children  who  come.  A  special  room  has  also 
been  devoted  to  the  children's  work  in  the  new  Riverdale 
Branch,  and  this  has  been  taken  full  advantage  of  by  the 
juvenile  readers  of  that  section. 

New  janitors   have   been    appointed    to    the    Reference 
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Library  and  the  Church  Street  Library  buildings.  Both  of 
these  men  have  shown  themselves  thoroughly  capable  and 
painstaking  in  their  work,  and  have  been  sworn  in  by  the 
Police  Commissioners  as  special  constables. 

An  examination  for  candidates  desiring  to  enter  the  service 
of  the  Library  was  held  on  Thursday,  the  1st  of  December.  Of 
those  who  competed,  fifteen  were  successful. 

We  regret  having  to  accept  the  resignation  during  the 
past  year  of  Miss  Andrews  from  the  charge  of  the  Cataloguing 
Room,  of  Misses  Magee  and  Phillips  from  the  Reference 
Library,  and  of  Miss  Robinson  from  the  charge  of  the  River- 
dale  Branch.  The  supervision  of  the  Cataloguing  Department 
was  placed  in  the  care  of  Miss  Poole  and  Miss  Barnstead,  both 
of  whom  are  doing  excellent  work.  Miss  Boyle  and  Miss  Willis 
are  assistants  in  this  department.  Miss  MacGregor  has  been 
placed  in  charge  of  the  Riverdale  Branch,  with  Miss  Lance- 
field  as  her  assistant,  and  it  has  been  decided  to  extend  the 
hours  of  this  Branch  by  opening  it  at  10  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing. Miss  Rush  and  Miss  Thompson  have  been  added  to  the 
staff  of  the  Reference  Library,  and  Misses  Field,  Baxter, 
Wheeler  and  Lancefield  have  been  added  to  the  permanent 
staff  in  the  Circulating  Library  Department. 

A  radical  departure  was  made  during  the  year,  on  motion 
of  Mr.  T.  W.  Banton,  in  doing  away  with  the  condition  im- 
posed upon  borrowers  from  the  Library  of  securing  guarantors. 
It  is  now  possible  for  any  resident  of  the  city  whose  name 
appears  in  the  current  year's  City  Directory  to  become  a  bor- 
rower upon  signing  the  prescribed  form  of  application,  guar- 
antors being  required  only  in  case  of  readers  under  twenty- 
one  years  of  age,  or  for  those  whose  names  do  not  appear  in 
the  Directory.  A  new  ticket  has  been  provided,  much  more 
convenient  than  the  old  one,  and  by  the  close  of  the  year  five 
of  the  six  branches  had  been  supplied  with  the  new  tickets,  all 
of  the  old  tickets  having  been  cancelled.  A  Registration  De- 
partment was  opened,  with  Miss  Funston  in  charge,  and  by 
December  31st,  10,600  applications  for  new  tickets  had  been 
registered  and  10,491  new  tickets  issued.  A  provision  which 
has  given  great  satisfaction  is  that  whereby  borrowers  holding 
the  new  tickets  can  use  these  at  any  of  the  Branches,  thus 
doing  away  with  the  condition,  formerly  imposed,  that  a  for- 
mal transfer  must  be  made  from  one  Branch  to  another.  These 
changes  have  done  much  to  popularize  the  Library  with  the 
general  public. 

On  Wednesday  evening,  October  the  19tli,  the  new  River- 
dale  Branch   Library,   erected   under  the  supervision   of  the 


CitT  Architect,  at  the  corner  of  Broadview  Avenue  and  Gerrard 
Street,  vras  opened,  in  the  presence  of  some  250  residents  of 
that  section  of  the  city.  The  chair  was  occupied  by  the  Chair- 
man of  the  Library  Board,  and  addresses  were  delivered  by 
Aldermen  Chisholm.  Phelan  and  Hilton  of  ATard  One :  Messrs. 
H.  W.  Barker  and  Dr.  Sneath,  representing  the  Riverdale 
Business  Men's  Association;  A.  B.  Chambers,  LL.D.,  and  the 
Chief  Librarian. 

The  building  in  its  structure  and  equipment  is  a  decided 
improvement  on  any  of  the  other  Branch  buildings,  and  ac- 
commodation has  been  provided  in  it  for  15,000  volumes. 
Under  special  arrangement  made  with  the  Jail  authorities,  in 
return  for  the  use  of  a  portion  of  the  Library  grounds,  a 
cement  sidewalk  has  been  laid  and  the  lawns  and  grounds  sur- 
rounding this  Branch  have  been  graded  and  will  be  kept  in 
order  by  them. 

The  immediate  advance  of  this  Branch  to  third  place 
among  the  Branches  in  point  of  circulation  is  very  satisfac- 
tory. The  increasing  usefulness  of  the  various  Branches,  as 
evidenced  in  the  monthly  reports  to  the  Board  of  the  Chief 
Librarian,  should  be  most  gratifying  to  the  members  of  the 
Board. 

The  shelves  of  the  Library  and  its  Branches  have  been  en- 
riched during  the  year  by  the  addition  of  a  total  (exclusive  of 
pamphlets  and  patents)  of  15.276  volumes,  including  dona- 
tions. We  possess  the  largest  collection  of  Patents  in  the 
Dominion  outside  the  Patent  Office  at  Ottawa.  Recently  we 
were  presented  by  the  Patent  Library  of  Great  Britain  with  a 
complete  collection  of  their  Finding  Lists  and  Handbooks, 
which  greatly  enhance  the  value  of  our  Library. 

The  accounts  of  the  Library  have  been  duly  audited  by 
the  City  Auditor,  and  a  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures, 
together  with  classified  reports  of  the  circulation,  are  herewith 
submitted. 

Jn  conclusion  I  wish  to  pay  a  tribute  to  the  efficient  and 
careful  manner  in  which  the  Chief  Librarian  and  the  Assistant 
Librarian,  and  their  Assistants,  have  carried  on  their  work 
during  the  year,  and  to  the  harmony  that  exists  between  the 
chief  executive  officers  and  their  assistants. 

I  also  take  pleasure  in  expressing  my  personal  thanks  to 
the  members  of  this  Board  for  the  attention  they  have  so 
willingly  given  to  the  business  of  the  Library  during  the  past 
vear.

REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  LIBRARIAN  TO  THE  MEMBERS 
OF  THE  PUBLIC  LIBRARY  BOARD. 

Gentlemen  : — 

The  notable  features  of  the  past  year  have  been : — 

1.  Change  in  the  system  of  Registration  and  issuing  of  Bor- 

rowers' Tickets. 
There  had  been  no  re\ision  of  the  list  of  borrowers  since 
1892,  and  the  administration  of  this  system  with  its  immense 
"graveyard  vote"  became  well  nigh  impossible.  A  simpler 
system  was  devised,  and  this  was  made  easier  to  carry  into 
execution  by  the  action  of  the  Board  in  making  it  possible 
for  every  person  whose  name  is  in  the  current  City  Directory 
to  obtain  a  book.  If  the  name  does  not  appear  in  the  Directory 
the  applicant  must  have  his  card  countersigned  by  some  one 
whose  name  does  appear.  The  system  is  simple,  economical 
and  coextensive  with  the  city.  The  Branch  registration  is 
done  away  with,  and  a  ticket  is  good  at  any  of  the  seven  cir- 
culating libraries  in  the  city.  The  work  of  administration  is 
centralized,  and  the  assistants  in  the  Branch  Libraries,  thus 
relieved  of  much  of  their  clerical  work,  have  time  to  devote 
to  what  is  more  truly  library  work.  The  appreciation  of  the 
public  is  seen  in  the  increased  circulation  and  in  the  fact  that 
10,000  new  tickets  have  been  issued  during  the  past  six 
months. 

2.  The  opening  of  the  Riverdale  Branch. 

This  is  the  last  of  the  Branch  buildings  erected  from  the 
amount  given  the  Public  Library  Board  by  Mr.  Andrew  Car- 
negie, and  is  intended  to  be  the  library  for  the  eastern  section 
of  the  cit^.  It  is  advantageously  situated  on  the  corner  of 
Broadview  Avenue  and  Gerrard  Street,  a  great  "transfer  cor- 
ner," and  the  Library  Board  has  anticipated  in  practice  the 
theories  of  the  Guild  of  Civic  Art  by  rounding  off  the  corner, 
and  thus  demonstrating  concretely  tlie  value  of  the  familiar 
"circus"  of  modern  London.  This  Library  in  its  planning 
provides  for  economic  control  and  supervision  and  is  the  latest 
word  in  what  is  termed  "library  economics."  The  people  of 
this  section  of  the  city  have  been  noted  for  their  local  loyalty 
and  civic  spirit,  and  they  have  fully  demonstrated  their  right 
to  this  reputation  by  the  interest  they  have  manifested  in  this 
Branch.  After  being  open  only  two  months  it  stood  third  in 
its  monthly  circulation.  The  Riverdale  Business  Men's  Associa- 
tion is  the  social  embodiment  of  the  spirit  of  the  east,  and  to 
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them  is  due  the  ease  with  which  the  site  was  obtained  and  the 
interest  of  the  people  awakened  in  the  value  of  a  Branch 
Library. 

3.  Changes  in  the  Reference  Library  Building. 

During  the  year  many  changes  had  to  be  made  in  the 
building,  so  that  the  work  might  be  more  efficiently  and 
economically  accomplished.  The  Stack-room  with  its  five 
stories  had  no  elevator ;  the  great  room  in  which  the  Patent 
collection  is  housed  could  not  be  shut  o&  from  the  main  cor- 
ridor: the  Reading  Room  needed  an  inquiry  desk  and  counter 
near  the  entrance ;  the  heating  system  was  very  inefficient ;  and 
sundry  other  and  smaller  items  were  attended  to,  the  aggre- 
gate cost  of  which  was  no  small  amount.  There  are  still  some 
deficiencies,  especially  in  the  lighting  and  ventilation  of  the 
Stack-room  and  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  Cataloguing  and 
Order  Departments. 

4.  Changes  in  the  Central  Circulating  Library. 

During  the  year  we  leased  the  old  Reference  Library 
rooms  on  Adelaide  Street,  and  that  building  is  now  com- 
pletely shut  off  from  the  Circulating  Library  by  a  brick  wall. 
The  Circulating  Room  has  been  cleaned,  part  of  it  repapered, 
and  a  complete  change  made  in  counter  arrangements  and 
reference  room.  Some  new  stacks  have  been  added,  and  a 
rearrangement  with  a  view  to  more  economic  administration 
is  being  attempted.  But  the  greatest  change  for  the  general 
public  is  the  "open  access  room."  It  would  be  impossible, 
even  if  it  were  desirable,  to  allow  the  public  to  have  free 
access  to  the  shelves  of  this  Library,  but  we  have  solved  the 
problem  in  what  seems  to  us  a  much  more  reasonable  and  satis- 
factory manner.  The  latest  books  in  all  departments  are  now 
in  a  separate  room  on  open  shelves,  and  access  to  this  room 
is  free  to  any  one  who  holds  a  borrower's  ticket.  Complete 
open  access  has  its  disadvantages  as  well  as  its  advantages, 
as  many  of  our  borrowers  are  now  admitting  very  freely.  The 
Public  Library  Board  of  this  city  has  given  the  public  every 
opportunity,  and  perhaps  this  was  the  best  method  of  curing 
that  mania  for  absolute  and  complete  open  access.  The  ex- 
periment at  the  Central  Library  will  be  watched  with  interest 
during  the  year. 

5.  The  continuous  increase  in  the    use    of    the    Reference 

Library. 

The  increase  in  the  use  of  this  department  of  the  library 
is  measured  bv  the  number  of  readers  and  the  number  of  books 
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used  by  them.  The  use  of  books  in  1908  was  about  40,000 
volumes,  in  1909  about  75,000  volumes,  and  for  1910  (including 
the  Juvenile  Eeference),  183,172  volumes.  As  I  said  in  a 
former  report,  this  is  the  heart  of  the  library  system,  for  in  it  is 
exemplified  the  idea  which  actuated  Mr.  Carnegie  in  his  gifts 
to  libraries,  viz : — that  a  library  exists  to  help  people  to  help 
themselves  in  a  desire  to  become  more  efficient.  As  he  ex- 
pressed it,  "A  library  gives  nothing  for  nothing,"  and  so  it  has 
a  claim  to  be  the  genuine  educational  institution  in  the  com- 
munity, for  within  its  walls  come  only  those  who  have  a  desire 
for  knowledge.  It  is  the  educational  institution  for  those  who 
have  had  to  leave  school  at  an  early  age  and  who  wish  to  make 
progress  in  their  trades. 

6.    The  accessions  to  the  Library. 

During  the  past  two  years  there  have  been  added  to  the 
Public  Libraries  some  28,000  volumes ;  3.000  of  these  came  with 
the  annexation  of  AVest  Toronto  and  1,000  with  Deer  Park. 
Apart  from  getting  the  best  works  in  each  department  as  they 
are  published,  the  Library  has  been  fortunate  in  being  the 
recipient  of  many  gifts  and  some  excellent  bargains  in  special 
books,  as  a  result  of  a  visit  during  the  summer  to  the  book 
markets  abroad.  To  the  Chief  Librarians  of  the  Guildhall 
Library  of  London,  the  Rylands  Library  of  ^lanchester,  and 
the  Liverpool  Public  Libraries  we  are  greatly  indebted. 

Department  Reports. 

The  reports  of  the  different  departments  have  been  pre- 
pared by  the  Heads  of  the  departments  and  are  printed  on 
succeeding  pages.  I  desire  to  thank  the  members  of  the  staff 
for  their  hearty  co-operation  in  the  Library  during  the  past 
year.  The  increase  of  intelligent  interest,  aided  and  stimu- 
lated to  a  very  great  degree  by  the  Public  Library  Associa- 
tion, has  made  the  work  of  the  Chief  Librarian  more  pleasant 
and  more  productive. 

So  far  then  as  internal  affairs  are  concerned,  we  have  just 
closed  the  most  successful  year  in  the  history  of  the  Library, 
and  I  thank  the  Board  on  behalf  of  tlie  staff  of  the  Library  for 
the  interest  taken  in  the  welfare  and  comfort  of  those  who  are 
engaged  in  tlie  work  of  the  Library.

REPORTS  FROM  DEPARTMENTS. 
The  Reference  Library. 

The  first  year  of  service  in  the  new  Library  has  been  com- 
pleted, and  its  record  is  one  of  unbroken  progress.  The  num- 
ber of  readers  has  increased  threefold  and  the  amount  of  work 
done  has  been  in  proportion.  While  the  quality  of  Reference 
work  has  been  the  same  as  that  in  the  old  Library,  the  in- 
crease in  the  number  of  readers  has  made  it  necessary  to 
employ  a  larger  staff,  and  with  increased  facilities  the  scope 
of  work  has  broadened  in  a  corresponding  degree. 

The  gathering  of  newspaper  clippings  dealing  with  public 
questions,  the  indexing  of  material  found  in  books  and  peri- 
odicals not  included  in  the  Readers'  Guide,  and  the  making 
of  scrap-books  on  topics  of  special  interest,  although  adding 
largely  to  our  labors,  have  proved  of  such  great  assistance  to 
the  public  that  we  feel  repaid  for  the  extra  effort  involved. 

During  the  year  the  entire  collection  of  British,  Canadian 
and  United  States  patents  (12,000  vols.)  was  removed  from  the 
Stack-room  and  placed  in  the  Patent  Room  on  the  main  floor, 
thus  permitting  free  access  to  these  volumes  by  the  public. 

The  removal  of  the  patents  made  a  re-adjustment  of  the 
Stack-room  necessary,  and  the  bound  periodicals,  amounting 
in  number  to  fifteen  thousand  volumes,  have  all  been  re- 
arranged, and  practically  the  whole  of  our  seventy-five  thou- 
sand books  in  the  Stack-room  have  been  shifted  during  the 
year.  The  quarto  and  folio  volumes  were  all  re-arranged  and 
placed  in  as  good  order  as  was  possible  with  the  shelving  at 
our  disposal.  The  loose  pamphlets,  about  three  thousand  in 
number,  which  had  been  roughly  sorted,  were  minutely  classi- 
fied and  placed  in  cases  on  the  shelves.  The  labelling  and 
placing  on  the  shelves  of  the  Stack-room  of  four  thousand 
dummies  representing  the  books  removed  to  the  open  shelves 
of  the  Reading  Room  took  up  considerable  time,  but  has 
proved  to  be  a  very  great  convenience. 

During  the  year  we  received  from  the  Cataloguing  De- 
partment 6,726  of  the  books  which  were  transferred  from  the 
Circulating  to  the  Reference  Library,  and  this  made  the  work 
of  shelving  and  re-arranging  the  Stack-room  much  greater 
than  under  ordinary  conditions.     In  all  4,093  volumes  were 
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received  from  the  Stock  Department,  of  which  545  were  peri- 
odicals, 301  donations,  and  207  patents,  British,  Canadian  and 
United  States.  The  total  number  of  donations  received  was 
1,367,  of  which  301  were  bound  and  1,066  unbound.  The  num- 
ber of  pamphlets  received  was  531. 

A  passenger  elevator  for  the  assistants  was  installed  in 
the  Stack-room  in  August,  and  to  the  Chief  Librarian  and 
Library  Board  we  are  most  grateful  for  the  saving  of  physical 
labor  involved  in  the  climbing  of  stairs. 

During  the  British  elections  Mr.  Locke  made  a  special 
point  of  adding  a  large  number  of  pamphlets  bearing  on  that 
subject,  and  the  interest  taken  by  our  readers  was  very  keen. 
The  poster  exhibitions  on  the  same  subject  were  also  very  much 
appreciated. 

The  usual  amount  of  material  for  women's  clubs,  debating 
clubs,  University  essays,  etc.,  was  looked  up.  The  following 
list  will  show  the  wide  range  of  subjects  covered : 

Debates  :  Country  life  vs.  city  life ;  poverty  vs.  wealth ; 
that  the  principles  of  devolution  should  be  applied  to  the 
United  Kingdom;  Canadian  Navy;  that  examinations  should 
be  abolished;  protection  vs.  free  trade;  reciprocity;  bank  in- 
spection; capital  punishment;  that  municipal  bonuses  should 
not  be  granted  to  industries;  pulpit  vs.  press;  that  a  man  is 
of  more  use  in  the  world  after  forty  years  of  age  than  before ; 
municipal  ownership ;  that  the  Scotch  are  better  than  anybody 
else ;  annexation  or  independence  of  Canada ;  Canada  vs. 
Australia;  Eastern  or  Western  Canada;  Hudson  Bay  Rail- 
way; that  the  Jews  should  form  a  separate  party  in  poli- 
tics, etc. 

Essays:  Optimism;  Hobbes'  Leviathan;  Germany  in  the 
Middle  Ages ;  development  of  the  idea  of  Justice  from  Hobbes 
to  Mill;  Canadian  nationalism;  study  of  accident  in  the 
drama;  influence  of  sea  power  during  1789-1815;  Polar  ex- 
plorations; self-government  for  India;  juvenile  courts;  Napo- 
leon's actions  leading  up  to  the  Franco-Prussian  War;  Marcus 
Aurelius ;  George  IH.  and  his  conception  of  his  prerogative ; 
manners  and  customs  in  the  time  of  Homer;  recent  economic 
changes  in  France ;  hydro-electric  power  in  Ontario,  etc. 

A  telephone  service  in  connection  with  the  Reference  De- 
partment was  also  instituted,  and  the  range  of  questions 
answered  has  been  very  wide,  varying  from  the  correct  spell- 
ing of  a  word  to  the  request  from  a  prominent  lawyer  for  the 
text  of  an  important  treaty. 
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Tlie  following  statistics  show  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  books  consulted: 

1908    40,000 

1909    75,000 

1910 183,000 

We  regret  to  report  that  ten  volumes  have  disappeared 
from  the  open  shelves  in  the  Reading  Room,  and  that  several 
volumes  have  been  mutilated. 

There  have  been  several  changes  in  the  personnel  of  the 
staff  during  the  year.  Miss  Kyle  was  transferred  to  the  Cata- 
loguing Department;  Miss  Phillips,  after  several  months  of 
absence  owing  to  ill-health,  resigned ;  Miss  Magee  also  resigned. 
There  have  been  added  Miss  Spears,  Miss  Rush  and  Miss 
Thompson. 

"VVe  have  much  pleasure  in  reporting  that  all  the  members 
of  the  staff  have  performed  their  duties  during  the  year  in  a 
very  satisfactory  manner.

The  Cataloguing  Department. 

The  unusually  large  number  of  books  added  to  the  Library 
during  the  past  year  has  necessitated  an  increase  in  the  work- 
ing force  of  this  department.  The  staff  at  present  consists  of 
five  cataloguers,  one  filing  assistant  and  two  typists. 

The  work  accomplished  during  the  year  1910  has  been  as 
follows : 

For  the  Reference  Library  there  have  been  classified  and 
catalogued  9,886  books.  For  these  books  10,576  author  cards 
and  18,512  subject,  reference  and  title  cards,  making  in  all 
a  total  of  29,088  cards,  have  been  typed  and  filed  in  the  cata- 
logues. In  addition,  528  Library  of  Congress  cards  have  been 
used.  These  cards  are  a  great  saving  in  time  and  cost  of  type- 
writing, and  make  unnecessary  the  minute  revision  entailed 
by  the  use  of  typed  cards. 

During  the  year  certain  changes  in  the  cataloguing,  rules 
have  been  made,  tending  to  conform  more  closely  to  the  rules 
of  the  American  Library  Association,  and  2,294  books  already 
in  the  Library  have  been  recatalogued  according  to  this  re- 
vision. The  accession  of  a  large  number  of  bound  periodicals, 
about  500,  added  to  complete  valuable  sets,  made  it  necessary 
in  many  cases  to  recatalogue  the  entire  set. 
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In  the  Circulating  branch  of  the  Cataloguing  Department 
3,565  new  books  have  been  classified  and  catalogued,  and  for 
these  10,582  cards  have  been  made.  In  January  and  July  bul- 
letins were  issued  in  which  were  included  all  books  received 
at  the  Central,  Circulating  and  Reference  Libraries.  In  future 
these  bulletins  will  come  out  monthly,  with  an  annual  one  in 
December,  including  all  the  accessions  for  the  year.

The  Accessioning  and  Order  Department. 

The  work  of  the  Accessioning  and  Order  Department  is 
increasing  noticeably  as  the  years  are  passing.  This  is  evi- 
denced by  the  fact  tliat  at  least  2.000  more  books  were  added 
to  the  Library  this  year  than  in  1909,  and  the  additions  were 
three  times  those  of  1908.  The  great  majority  of  these  were 
purchased,  and  many  of  them  are  very  interesting  treasures, 
though  of  course  a  considerable  proportion  of  them  are  fiction. 
The  foreign  element  of  Toronto's  population  has  been  delighted 
with  the  numerous  accessions  of  French,  German,  Italian  and 
Yiddish  books.  Of  these  the  numbers  of  French  and  German 
books  are  considerably  greater  than  those  in  the  other 
languages,  owing  to  the  greater  demand.  As  so  many  works 
in  foreign  languages  were  being  secured,  it  was  decided  to 
issue  a  special  Bulletin  of  them. 

A  specially  large  number  of  pamphlets  of  importance  re- 
lating to  topics  of  current  political  interest  were  received, 
including  several  dealing  ■with  the  British  budget,  Army  re- 
form, the  Canadian  naval  question,  the  Suffragette  movement, 
etc.,  etc.  I  think  I  may  safely  say  that  no  recent  book  of 
importance  and  distinction  in  any  class  has  not  been  pur- 
chased for  the  Library. 

A  notable  accession  this  year  was  the  gift  of  the  Guild- 
hall, London,  of  the  Public  General  Statutes  passed  during 
the  reigns  of  George  II.  and  George  III.,  a  period  ranging  from 
1748  to  1800,  and  notable  on  account  of  the  part  Canada 
played  in  the  history  of  that  time.  These  Statutes  necessarily 
record  the  Treaty  which  closed  the  Seven  Years'  War  and  the 
Legislation  which  preceded  and  led  up  to  the  War  of  1812. 

The  City  of  Manchester,  too,  contributed  a  notable  dona- 
tion in  the  form  of  publications  of  the  John  Rylands  Library. 
These  are  of  the  greatest  possible  interest  to  book-lovers. 
There  are  catalogues  of  Coptic  papyri  and  Demotic  papyri  in 
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several  volumes,  catalogues  of  books  printed  in  England,  Scot- 
land and  Ireland  to  the  end  of  the  year  1640,  catalogues  of  the 
Exhibition  of  illuminated  manuscripts,  catalogues  of  the  books 
of  the  Middle  Ages  and  many  other  valuable  works. 

To  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Liverpool  we  are  greatly 
indebted  for  donations  wiiich  enrich  the  shelves  of  our  Refer- 
ence Library. 

Bulking  all  of  our  bound  books  together,  the  number  acces- 
sioned during  the  past  year  was  15,524 ;  of  these  205  were  Eng- 
lish, Canadian  and  American  patents,  and  1,003  came  to  us 
through  the  annexation  of  Deer  Park  placing  the  Library  of 
that  municipality  in  our  charge.  This  number  does  not  in- 
clude pamphlets.

The  Registration  Department. 

Organized  this  year  as  a  separate  unit  in  the  Library  ser- 
vice, this  department  was  confronted  at  once  with  the 
formidable  task  of  an  entirely  new  registration  of  borrowers 
under  the  system  adopted  by  the  Board,  granting  the  privilege 
of  being  a  borrower  to  any  person  over  twenty-one  years  of 
age  whose  name  appears  in  the  current  year's  Directory.  A 
complete  new  equipment  had  to  be  provided  for  the  work — 
application  cards,  borrowers'  tickets  with  form  of  guarantee 
on  the  back  for  those  whose  names  were  not  in  the  Directory; 
children's  tickets;  printed  forms  for  renewal  of  tickets,  for 
reporting  tickets  lost,  and  for  giving  changes  of  address;  re- 
gistration record  books,  filing  cabinets,  etc.  Posters  with  the 
registration  rules  in  large  type  were  hung  in  the  various  Cir- 
culating Libraries,  and  the  work  of  registration  began  on  the 
20th  of  July,  in  the  College  Street  Branch.  A  month  later  it 
began  at  the  Central  Library,  Church  Street,  and  was  then 
extended  to  the  Yorkville  Ave.,  the  Riverdale,  the  Queen  and 
Lisgar  Branches,  and  on  the  27th  of  December  was  begun  in 
the  Western  Branch.  By  the  close  of  our  Library  year  (Dec. 
31st)  we  had  issued  10,491  of  the  new  borrowers'  tickets,  of 
which  1,072  were  taken  out  by  boys  and  girls  under  fifteen 
years  of  age. 

"We  had  up  to  the  end  of  the  year  cancelled  70  tickets,  and 
180  had  been  reported  lost  and  been  re-issued. 

All  the  old  tickets  have  been  cancelled  and  the  old 
guarantee  forms  sent  to  the  paper  mill.  There  was  not  a  tear- 
dimmed  eye  when  the  great  pile  of  the  latter,  numbering  up- 
ward of  sixty  thousand,  which  had  accumulated  since  the  for- 
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mation  of  the  Library,  and  had  gathered  the  dust  of  ages,  was 
cleared  away. 

The  life  of  the  present  ticket  has  been  limited  to  three 
years.  This  A^ill  save  us  from  the  accumulation  of  "dead 
wood"  and  keep  our  registration  alive  and  up-to-date.  The 
new  ticket,  which  is  of  neater  and  more  convenient  form  than 
its  predecessor,  seems  to  give  general  satisfaction.  Our  patrons 
appreciate  the  convenience  of  having  the  fiction  books  recorded 
on  the  one  side  and  non-fiction  on  the  other,  in  place  of  ha^nng 
to  secure  two  different  cards ;  and  that  the  new  ticket  can  be 
used  at  any  of  the  Libraries  is  also  a  valued  privilege.
